Enrollment count final; 
improved in past weeks

The overall enrollment for 
fall quarter isn’t down as 
much as was previously 
reported, according to Henry 
Allison, dean of admissiona 
and records. 

A story had previously 
appeared in TVe Commercial 
Appeal giving UTM’s head 
count at a little over 4800, 
Allision said. However, as of 
Monday, October 10, the total 
head cotmt was officially 5002 
compared to last fall’s count 
of 5116. 

■”nie facts as they appeared 
in 'Die Commercial Appeal 
were true at the time,” Allison 
explained. “You see, off- 
campus students can register 
at several places including 
Lexington, Milan, Dyersburg, 
Jackson, Union City, Fulton, 
Brownsville, Camden, Hun¬ 
tingdon, Paris. Selmer, and 
Trenton. They don’t have to be 
officially enrolled until the 
second class period, which is 
one week after the first. So the 
total head count for the first 
class period isn’t completely 
accurate. But a record of 
registration was sent to our 
office. We’ve always done 
this. 

"Whoever gave the figures 
to The Commercial Appeal 
didn’t take into consideration 
the off-campus situation. If I 
had been present, I would 
have made it clear that the 
enrollment wasn't complete." 

Allison said that he 
believed that there were three 
main reasons for the decrease 
in enrollment that did exist. 
One was the tightened re¬ 
admission policy in effect this 


quarter. 

"THEC has audited all state 
supported universities and 
examined several of their 
policies,” he said. “Nothing 
was found wrong with our 
admissions program on 
campus. However, we were 
quizzed about our re¬ 
admission policy. Previously 
we have carried students on 
probation for four, five, or 
even six quarters without 
dropping them. He-that is to 
say, the representative from 
THEC-felt that we should 
tighten up on our standards 
somewhat" 

Allison explained that 


because of the new guidelines, 
about 20 students were unable 
to re-enroll However, this is 
true only for fall quarter; they 
may be admitted next 
quarter, he added. 

"The students must make 
an established minimum 
gradepoint,” Allison said ”lf 
not they are dropped for a 
quarter. I think once the 
word’s out and the student 
understands, he will try 
harder. Therefore the new 
policy is good for him as well 
as us.” 

The Appeals Committee 
takes each case and its par¬ 
ticular circumstances into 


consideration, he said. There 
is no one rule that applies to 
every problem that arises, he 
explained He added that each 
student affected by these 
conditions could see the dean 
of his respective school for 
counselling. 

The second reason for the 
drop in enrollment was the 
tightening of financial aid 
requirements, he said. There 
was a large number affected 
by this, he said, although he 
didn't know exactly how 
many.

Last week a survey was 
released listing the salaries 
of the faculty and ad¬ 
ministration of UTM 
The survey was prepared by 
Sue Boren, assistant 
professor of mathematics, 
from the salary printout of the 
summer of 1976 provided to 
THEC by UTM. The groups 
and the number of people in 
themlisted are.

Salaries are within the 
ranges given. The median was 
not calculated for a faculty 
rank in which there were at 


most two faculty members 
The size of the departments of 
modem foreign languages and 
occupational education was 
too small for individual ranks 
to be meaningful. 

On the sheet (not shown) the 
salary increase for each 
department and school, some 
had higher wage increases 
than others When questioned 
about this Jimmy Trentham, 
provost, explain^ that this 
was not due to favortism. 

'”nie reason for the ap¬ 
parent discrepancies is that 
those instructors who are paid 
on a 12 month basis were 
lumped in with those paid on a 
9 month basis,” he said. “Most 
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of our faculty are on the 9 
month basis. However, some 
who work during the summer 
quarters are obviously on the 
12 month basis. Somehow the 
two groups were listed 
together without explanation 
However, if your removed one 
quarter's salary from the 12 
month's pay, it would look 
significantly different ” 

Another reason tor some 
variations are due to equity. 
Trentham explained. Equity 
adjustments have been made 
for those who had received 
doctorates and some women 
with salary problems, he said. 

“We tried to reward those 
who had received their doc¬ 


torates in the past five years 
above the regular raise.” he 
said Some ilepartments had 
more people who had done 
this For example, I think the 
English department had 
about 10 per cent of its 
members to receive such 
equity adjustments. 

■ What we do is to determine 
these adjustments before we 
divide the money up. Then we 
give out the remainder of the 
some percentage basis to ail 
departments" 

Trentham explained that a 
salary increase occured every 
year 

"It IS not a coat of living 
salary increase,"' he ex¬ 
plained "The amount we 
receive to distribute is 
determined by the legislature 
as the salary for employees," 

Because of the decrease in 
Fall enrollment, it would be 
two years at least before state 
funds could be appropriated 
for former number of UTM 
students. Gross added

Integrity hearing planned 
for airing of criticisms

The committee on academic 
integrity, a faculty committee 
concerned with cheating on 
campus, will hold an open 
forum. October 20, at 3:30 
p.m. in rooms 201-202 of the 
University Center, to discuss 
its report and recomendations 
to the Academic Senate 
concerning academic 
dishonesty. 

The ad hoc committee of the 
Academic Senate was formed 
fall quarter last year in 
response to an alleged in¬ 
stance of cheating the 
preceding summer. 

“A year ago summer, ago 
summer, there was a flagrant 
violation of honesty," Dr. 


Bobby Duck, committee 
chairman, explained. “It 
seems a student hired 
someone else to take a course 
for him." 

Duck went on to explain that 
this led the Academic Senate 
to appoint an ad hoc com¬ 
mittee to study the problem of 
honesty in and out of the 
classroom. He said this would 
include anything submitted 
for academic cr^t. 

“There has always been 
some cheating on campus,” 
Duck commented. “However, 
it has always been handled by 
the instructor involved, in 
whatever way he saw fit. So I 
think there has been a need for 
this committee. We need a 
unified policy.” 


The committee was 
originally chaired by Dr. 
Richard Chesteen, who is on a 
leave of absence this year. 
Wilbur Washburn, of the 
Academic Senate, appointed 
Duck to replace Chesteen. 

The committee's tentative 
report was submitted to the 
Academic Senate May 3, last 
Spring Quarter. Because of a 
crow^ agenda and shortage 
of time, action was postpon^ 
on the report. It was also 
suggested that a public 
hearing be held, in order to get 
the University's reaction. 

“We want to get as much 
dialogue as possible on this,” 
Washburn stated. “We want

Voter turn-out was ' poor” 
this year for SGA 
Congressional elections, 
according to Casey Moreland, 
election commissioner. 

There were 838 ballots cast, 
about 16 percent of the total 
enrollment a drop from last 
year’s elections, when ap¬ 
proximately 40 percent of the 
students voted. 

“The poor turnout can ne 
blamed on a number of things. 
Poor PR was definitely a 
factor, sign-wise and Pacer- 
wise. Also, factors beyond our 
control, such as the fact that 
13 seats were walk-ins, in¬ 
fluenced the turnout," 
Moreland commented. 

There will be two run offs 
held today at the same 
location as the general 
election locations. Voting 
booths will be open from 8 
a m. until 5 p.m.The runoffs 
involve senior class president, 
between Keith Harris and 
Morris Littlefield. 

"I would like to encourage 
freshmen and seniors to get 
out and vote on Thursday. 
They are the only students 


affected by the run offs,” 
Moreland stated. “However, I 
expect a poor turnout, due to 
the lack of enthusiasm In 
run offs.it's always poorer for 
run offs than regular elec¬ 
tions.” 

Results of the elections were 
held up until 5:43 a.m. 
yesterday morning due to a 
programming malfunction, he 
ad(^ 

Moreland then stressed the 
benefits of the computer 
voting by saying that once the 
problem had been rectified, it 
took about 15 minutes to tally 
the votes. 

“This is an educational 
process; a learning situation 
for the students who voted, for 
the people responsible in 
programming the computer, 
and especially for the election 
commission,” Moreland 
explained. “The election 
commission is trying to do 
something different, to en¬ 
courage enthusiam and in¬ 
terest among the students". 
He concluded that he thought 
that the use of the computer 
reaches that objective.

Housing discovers profit impossible ~|

UTM residence housing will 
bverage an estimated $70,000 
.'ioit in 1977-78, according to 
iefitse F'reeman, Director of 

“We estimate that our total 
»rr,£- will be in the vicinity 
of $1,720,000, and our expenses 
will total an estimated 
$1,790,000 leaving a deficit of 
approximately $70,000,” 
rir£ .^an. said. 

These figures correspond 
Iwith a preliminary budget 
Idc-.cloped by Freeman. The 
Ereliminary budget is sub- 
pnitted to and reviewed by a 
ommittee of university 
lexc-cutives and results in the 
[working budget for the fiscal 
V-ar 

The budget individually 
examines the total expenses 
and revenues of the six 
sidence dormitories, the two 
apartment complexes, the 
i-esidence swimming pool.

“We operate 10 separate 
budgets and keep the income 
and cost separate for each of 
Vhese budgets,” Freeman 


stated 


The total expenses consist 
of salaries (monthly pay), 
wages (two-week hourly pay), 
operating costs, and debt 
services. 

"By large our biggest single 
expense is debts,” Freeman 
commented. “Five of our six 
dormitories are fairly new 
buildings, and newer buiidings 
have higher interest rates 
which makes it difficult to 
break even.” 

Older universities with old 
dorms aren't faced with this 
financial situation because 
their buildings either have a 
lower interest rate or are paid 
for. Freeman added 

“Atrium is definitely 
responsible for the biggest 
deficit. ($69,230),” FYeeman 
upheld. “But the advantages 
of living in Atrium just don’t 
justify raising the fees to 
offset the deficit.” 

Clement is also resopnsible 
for a large dificit ($37,075). Its 
role as an “overflow dorm" 
makes Its operation inefficient 
yet necessary. 

The separate expenses and 
revenues from the 19 areas 
under housing are balanced to 


establish an average total of 
input and output 

“Our budget is divided into 
two components: auxiliary 
and education-in-general.” 
Frances Gross, vice- 
chancellor of business 
affairs, said. 

The department of Housing 
is consiclered an auxiliary 


auxiliary enterprises are 
lumped together, and for the 
past two years enough profit 
was made in food services, the 
bookstore, and vending 
operation to cover the housing 
deficit.” Gross continued

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Integrity report complete; 
misconduct central theme 


Shortly before the eoocluaioa of Spring 
Quarter, the Committee oo Academic Integrity 
aMUnitted Its long-awaited report to the 
Academic Senate 

This report provides recommended 
fuktelines for proper academic conduct on the 
part of students and faculty members, but 
there is oo mention of guidelines for academic 
integrity of admmistrators Whether this was a 
mere oversight by the committee or an ui- 
forence that administrators are above 
reproach is not known. Whatever the reason for 
the lack of guidelines for administrators this 
siluation should be corrected before any 
academic integrity recommendations are 
adopted We are all only human at LTM and the 
potential for irisconducl on the part of ad- 
painistrators is as least as great as for students 
and faculty members. 

-JVhile most of the guidelmes for student 
^demic integrity cover the area usually 
Iteferred to as cheating, there are some points 
l^t go beyond this to include guidelines for 
wibery of professors and "disruptive’' conduct 
in the classroom It is appropriate that these 
.liluauons are also covered in the committee's 
Recommendations. 

^The committee has made the recom¬ 
mendation that 'disruptive" behavior in the 
classroom be dealt with first by counseling with 
•Bie instructor or administrative superiors and 
M this approach fails the name of the disruptive 
Mudent or students should then be submitted to 
^e Office of Undergraduate Life for ap¬ 
propriate action 

CiThe committee further recommends. "Al- 
liiough grade penalties should not normally 
hie assessed against students charged with 
'dlsruplive behavior, unique circumstances 
may merit such action. The ultimate decision 
ip assess a grade penalty should rest with the 
isacher in whose class the disruptive behavior 
jaccurred .” This recommendation is a good one 
{sKsuse students who are disruptive in the 
^assroom often are responsible for other more 
retentive students missing important points in 
fectures It is also to the committee's credit 
ihat they recommended that the burden of 
^oof in all of these cases, cheating or 
iuniptive behavior, lies with the professor. It 
#iould be noted that any student has the right to 
appeal any grade to the Faculty-Student 
QllCipllnary and Grade Appapl Bpard imd this 
gliyit of appeal will ,a(i^y~ Vo' any 'adopted 
procedures pertilning tb atadetnlc Integrity. 
? There Is one questionable provision in the 
sninmittee's recommendations for student 
■itagrlty. This provision states that a student 
yay be found to have violated his-her 
ebUgation If he-she, "Fails to cooperate, if 
sailed upon, in the investigation or disposition 
«f any allegation of dishonesty pertaining to a 
iellow student." As yet the University of 
Tennessee at Martin does not have the power of 
subpoena, nor has a grand jury system been 
implemented here, nor an inquistion in any 
2orm How then does the University have the 
IhghI and the power to force anyone to testify or 
cooperate in the investigation of anything'’ The 
Ijniversity does not have that power and this 
.Revision should be eliminated or rewritten to 
sncourage volontsry cooperation in in- 
'vestigations 

: With the exception of this one objectionable 
provision the ad hoc Committee on Academic 


Integrity has done a good job in providing some 
badly needed guidelines for student academic 
integrity There has been a vacuum in this 
area for many years The Sludeai Haadbeek 
and the University's Ceoeral Caulog contain 
two paragraphs oo this subject between them 
The Committee has recommended that these 
guidelines, if adopted, be listed annually in the 
Student Handbook. This is a good idea which 
would eliminate the excuse of ignorance of 
regulations on the pan of offenders 

The committee has also made extensive 
recommendations dealing with standards of 
faculty academic integrity One provision 
would obligate faculty members to take " . 
thorough precautions against student cheating 
on examinations or other required class work." 
The importance of this provision can not be 
overemphasised. While it is true that studenia 
do the cheating it is also true that much of the 
cheating could be prevented if faculty mem¬ 
bers would take the time and effort to do so. 
There are very simple precautions that could 
be taken that would eliminate the vast majority. 

While the guidelines for punitive actum 
against student violators are wdl defined in the 
committee’s recommendations, the procedures 
for student complaints of faculty violations are 
given very short mention. The committee has 
an obligation to the students to insure that 
students are informed of their right to question 
the conduct of their instructors. Academic 
Integrity is a two-way street. 

This University needs a formal system of 
complaint for students alleging misconduct on 
the part of faculty members. While there are 
existing procedures, past experiences have 
indicated that students have little chance of 
gaining recompensation for faculty wrong¬ 
doing Students are now told to seek out the 
faculty membei's superior for the purpose of 
lodging complaints. When this is done, more 
often than not the faculty member is verbally 
chastised, if at all, and the student gains a 
reputation as a troublemaker with the dif¬ 
ficulties that usually follow. 

Most students would rather avoid the stigma 
attached to complaints against faculty 
members and for this reason moat complaints 
are never voiced When complaints are made 
there is hadly ever any action taken to correct 
the situation. How many faculty members have 
been discharged in the history of UTM? How 
many studentsT Obviously there are more 
students to be discharged but the disparity in 
numbers does not justify the disparity in the 
number of discharges. There is a simple reason 
for this situation Faculty members have 
achieved a degree of protection that is not 
available to students They have done this over 
a long period of time through organisation and 
negotiation. Students should take note of 
faculty successes and put this knowledge to 
their own use. 

All things considered, the recommendations 
set forth by the Committee on Academic 
Integrity, if adopted, will serve to better the 
present situation Tlie report is somewhat 
limited however, in the sense that only a 
relatively few people contributed to its final 
composition. For this reason, all concerned 
with their education at UTM should, if at all 
possible, attend the public hearing of the 
committee's report. This will insure that the 
ideas and opinions of the students are at least 
acknowledged when, and if, the proposals are 
adopted 


Satisfaction acknowledged 


' The fact that approximately 92 percent of the 
vaduates of UTM are satisfied with their 
l^Uege education is a good reflection on the 
Relative academic status of this university. 

The Tennessee Higher Elducation Com¬ 
mission (THEC) is to be highly commended for 
Its Initiative in the conducting of the survey, 
•which is an attempt to measure the differential 
liffectiveness of higher education in this state. 
-Only through extensive evaluations such as this 
Tcan the various attributes and deficiencies of 
the poet-secondary educational systems in 
Tennessee be expos^ for exactly what they are. 
'Once these faults are properly acknowledged, 
'they can then be expelled from the system, thus 
^making the college or university under con- 
■sideration a better institution in which to attain 
-m degree. THEC also demonstrated its insight 
-Into the educational theory by utilizing college 
m-aduates as the basis for its survey. Who can 
.£iow mes'e about the effectiveness of an in- 
;stitution than those who have experienced what 
.Ithe facility has to offer first hand? 

One complaint about the manner in which 
■THEC has chosen to deal with the results at- 
' tidned through the survey is its unwillingness to 
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reveal how the various colleges and univer¬ 
sities stand in relation to one another. The 
institutes of higher education in this state have 
a right to know how their former students rank 
them in comparison to similar facilities across 
Tennessee Even more important, the students 
themselves have a right to know in order to 
more fully evaluate the education they have 
received or are in the process of receiving. 
Ninety two percent means very little if it 
cannot be compared with a standard of 
reference. The full disclosure of how all the 
colleges and universities were rated would act 
as such a standard of reference. Only when all 
the facts are known can a realistic perspective 
of the educational situation in Tennessee be 
actualized. 

Those who have graduated from UTM in 
years past, as well as those presently enrolled 
at this university, certainly have a right to be 
happv with the results of the THEC survey. The 
contentment of those graduating from UT 
Martin is the best advertising a college could 
have. In fact, the only people who may not be 
pleased with the results of the survey are those 
who constitute the eight percent.

The proposed operaling 
budget for I'TM for the fiscal 
year l«77-78 totals $15.138.»67. 
according to Francis Gross, 
vice-chancellor for business 
and Tuiance 

The planned expenditures 
are increased $1,045,813 or 7.4 


percent over the estimated 
probable budget for the 
current year The budgeted 
revenue estimate totals 
$14,984,250 and mcrease of 
$1,127,852 or 8.1 percent over 
the estimated probable budget 
for the current year. TTie 
resulting deficit of $154,708 Is 
to vovered by an unallocated 


fund balance of $430,807 an 
ticipated after the cloee'of the 
fiscal year 

"We wrrked on a deficitr 
budget for the last four to six 
years," he said. "You must 
remember that the budget is 
only a record We usually turn 
money back so we don't 
necessarily have a deeicit. We 
rely on the usual tumbasck to 
construct the budget as we do 

Although the total planned 
increase for expenditures is 
over one million dollars, the 
proposed budget largely 
represents a "catch-up at¬ 
tempt" to make up for the 
decrease in funding over the 
past five years, he said 

"Three years ago the 
Women's Athletics program 
had abour zewro budget." 
Gross said. "This year we

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bookstore gets so many free 
services, the profit should be 
more like thiw or four per 
cent 

Jerry Carpenter, bookstore 
director, said that profit from 
the bookstore and the 
University Center in general 
goes back into the center for 
operation, programming, 
upkeep and salaries of center 
employees. 

"We try to make the center 
self-supporting," Carpenter 
said. “We do this so that none 
of the student fees have to go 
for operation of the 
liookstore." 

Carpenter said profit is 
used for operation of the 
bookstore, and any money left 
over is used in one of the other 
auxilary enterprises of the 
university food services, 
housing. and vending 
machines, among others. 

Concerning textbook 
prices. Carpenter stated that 
the bookstore sells new books 
at the publisher's suggested 
list price 

"New book prices are 
determined by the publisher," 
Carpenter explain^. "AU the 
bookstores that I known of sell 
at the publisher's list price." 

He stated that the bookstore 
is usually given a 20-23 percent 
discount from the 
wholesalers. Out of that 
discount, the bookstore must 
pay freight and shipping 
charges 

"Also, we have to mark, 
price and shelve the books." 
Carpenter added. 

If the books are not sold, or 
if an instructor changes texts, 
the bookstore returns the 
unused books back to the 
warehouse for credit. The 
liookstore pays freight and 
shipping charges on these 
books also 

The bookstore makes a 4-6 
percent profit on new books, 
according to Carpenter. 

Used books are sold at 75 
percent of the new book list 
price, according to Carpenter. 

“We will buy used books 
back in any condition, as long 
as it can be repaired." Car¬ 
penter said. "Sometimes if a 
book is heavily damaged, we 


will mark the price down, a 
little extra." 

Carpenter said that students 
are given 50 percent of the new 
book list price, at the book 
buy-back. New books are re¬ 
sold at 75 percent of their 
original cost. 

"That means that if a book 
sells for $10 new, it wiU 
probably sell for $7.50 used, 
and a student will receive $5 
for it at the (book) buy back. 
All students are given 50 
percent of the new book price 


at the buy back,” Carpenter 
explained. 

•'In 99 percent of the cases, 
if a book is discontinued, it has 
no value on the used book 
market,” Carpenter stated. 
"If the book is not replaced 
with a new edition, we will pay 
the student the amount we can 
receive from the used book 
company. If the book is still 
current, we can get 25 cents on 
the dollar for it. Sometimes we 
can get up to four dollars on a 
book."

everyone to know what this is 
about. This is something that 
needs discussion.” 

He added that if a student or 
faculty member could not 
attend the forum, but had 
something to say, he. could 
write his comments or 
questions down and give them 
to a committee member. 

Washburn said that the 
committee would meet 
sometime after the forum to 
discuss and consider possible 
changes The document will 
then go before the Academic 
Senate at itk November IS for 
approval by that group. The 
proposals then will be 
recommended to the ad¬ 
ministration. If the ad¬ 
ministration accepts it, the 
committee's proposals will 
become UTM policy.

In last Saturday's Pacer win over 
Murray State, the radio broadcaster for 
the Murray State Racer's network tried 
to explain why Gulf South Conference 
teams beat Ohio Valley Conference 
teams. As he attempted to give a logical 
excuse for the 20^ half-time score, a 
mixture of inadequacy and illiteracy 
were mainly his topics. 

First he tried to explain that his In¬ 
formation was received from a reliable 
source so It was to be believed.

Who ever said that history 
doesn’t repeat itself? Last 
Saturday night, the Racers of 
Murray State found this out to 
be a lie when senior wide 
receiver Ralph Ervin caught a 
27-yard touchdown bomb to 
set the Pacers’ tempo for a 31- 
20 victory. 

Ervin, last year, grabbed 
the opening touchdown pass 
which went 23 yards. Both of 
Ervin’s touchdowns were 
cau^t in the second quarter. 
The Pacers won that contest 
24-0 

The Pacers complied 492 
total yartis to 281 for the 
Racers. Last year the Pacers 
had 346 total yards to 162 for 
Murray State. 

After dropping two games in 
a row, the Pacers picked up 
their record by getting their 
offense and defense to work 
together. 

"Our defense came through 
with the big plays,” Head 
Coach George MacIntyre said. 
"We were looking forward to 
playing again so we could get 
the knots out of our stomachs 
from our two loeses.” 

With 13:40 to go in the 
second quarter, the Pacers 
started their scoring with 27- 
yard touchdown pass from 
quartet back Alvin Smalls. 
The extra point was good by 
freshman place-kicker Mike 
Poteete. That made the score 
7-0. TTiree minutes and 40 
seconds later, Smalls con¬ 
nected with senior wide 
reciever Ronald George for a 
39-yard touchdown bomb. 
Poteete added the extra point 
with 11:00 left in the second 
quarter scoring with an 11- 


yard touchdown run with one 
minute and 17 seconds left in 
the half. The PAT was missed 
which made the score 20-0. 

Smalls, the GSC leader in 
total offense and passing in 
1976, had 120 yards rushing 
and 106 yards passing for total 
of 228 yards. After five games. 
Smalls has 1,011 yards in total 
offense. Last year, Smalls had 
2,064 yards in total offense. 
Could history be repeating 
itself? 

In the third quarter, Murray 
State got on the scoreboard 
after a fumble punt by Mark 
Carroll on UTM’s one-yard 
line with 11:25 left in the 
quarter. Runningback Austine 
Perine scored from the one 
yard line. The PAT was good 
by Hank LaGorce which made 
the score 20-7 UTM. 

The Pacers’ next score was 
set up by runs made by tight 
end Darrell Whitmore, run¬ 
ning backs Ronald McClenn 
and Richard Geiberg. Whit¬ 
more on the second and seven 
(lid a end around for 20-yards 
for a first down rush. On the 
next play Geibeig went up the 
midtile for 11 yards for 
another Pacer first down. 
Five plays later, Geibeig got 
calletl again up the middle for 
a 14-yard touchdown with one 
minute and one second left in 
the quarter. Fullback Henry 
Williams went off tackle for a 
two points conversion to make 
the score 18-7. 

The defense held the Racers 
fourth quarter scurgcs to 13 
points. Poteete added his fifth 
field goal out of eight attempts 
to make the final score 31-20 
UTM. 

Last year, senior linebacker 
Danny Watkins had nine 
tackles and three assists to 


this year’s 11 tackles and 
seven assists. Ctxild history be 
repeating itself? 

The Pacers will be on the 
road this week to face NichoUs 
State in Thibodaux, Louisiana. 
The game will be played at 
7:30. 

A year ago, the Pacers had a 
3-2 record after five games.
